The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 6 

 7 

PART I. TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS RECOMMENDED BY THE GENERAL 8 

STATUTES COMMISSION 9 
SECTION 1.  Subsection (c) of G.S. 1A-1, Rule 59, is rewritten to read: 10 

"(c) Time for serving affidavits. – When a motion for new trial is based upon affidavits 11 

they shall be served with the motion. The opposing party has 10 days after such service within 12 

which to serve opposing affidavits, which period may be extended for an additional period not 13 

exceeding 30 days either by the court for good cause shown or by the parties by written 14 

stipulation. The court may permit reply affidavits." 15 

SECTION 2.  G.S. 15-11.2 reads as rewritten: 16 

"§ 15-11.2.  Disposition of unclaimed firearms not confiscated or seized as trial evidence. 17 

(a) Definition. – For purposes of this section, the term "unclaimed firearm" means a 18 

firearm that is found or received by a law enforcement agency and that remains unclaimed by 19 

the person who may be entitled to it for a period of 30 days after the publication of the notice 20 

required by subsection (b) of this section. The term does not include a firearm that is seized and 21 

disposed of pursuant to G.S. 15-11.1 or a firearm that is confiscated and disposed of pursuant to 22 

G.S. 14-269.1. 23 

(b) Published Notice of Unclaimed Firearm. – When a law enforcement agency finds or 24 

receives a firearm and the firearm remains unclaimed for a period of 180 days, the agency shall 25 

publish at least one notice in a newspaper published in the county in which the agency is 26 

located. The notice shall include all of the following: 27 

(1) A statement that the firearm is unclaimed and is in the custody of the law 28 

enforcement agency. 29 

(2) A statement that the firearm may be sold or otherwise disposed of unless the 30 

firearm is claimed within 30 days of the date of the publication of the notice. 31 
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(3) A brief description of the firearm and any other information that the chief or 1 

head of the law enforcement agency may consider necessary or advisable to 2 

reasonably inform the public about the firearm. 3 

(c) Repealed by Session Laws 2013-158, s. 2, effective September 1, 2013, and 4 

applicable to any firearm found or received by a local law enforcement agency on or after that 5 

date and to any judicial order for the disposition of any firearm on or after that date. 6 

(d) Disposition of Unclaimed Firearm. – If the firearm remains unclaimed for a period 7 

of 30 days after the publication of the notice, then the head or chief of the law enforcement 8 

agency shall order the disposition of the firearm in one of the following ways: 9 

(1) By having the firearm destroyed if the firearm does not have a legible, 10 

unique identification number or is unsafe for use because of wear, damage, 11 

age, or modification and will not be disposed of pursuant to subdivision (3) 12 

of this subsection. The head or chief of the law enforcement agency shall 13 

maintain a record of the destruction of the firearm. 14 

(2) By sale, trade, or exchange by the agency to a federally licensed firearm 15 

dealer in accordance with all applicable State and federal firearm laws or by 16 

sale of the firearm at a public auction to persons licensed as firearms 17 

collectors, dealers, importers, or manufacturers. The head or chief of the law 18 

enforcement agency shall dispose of the firearm pursuant to this subdivision 19 

only if the firearm has a legible, unique identification number. 20 

(3) By maintaining the firearm for training or experimental purposes or 21 

transferring the firearm to a museum or historical society. 22 

(e) Repealed by Session Laws 2013-158, s. 2, effective September 1, 2013, and 23 

applicable to any firearm found or received by a local law enforcement agency on or after that 24 

date and to any judicial order for the disposition of any firearm on or after that date. 25 

(f) Disbursement of Proceeds of Sale. – If the law enforcement agency sells the firearm 26 

pursuant to subdivision (2) of subsection (d) of this section, then the proceeds of the sale shall 27 

be retained by the law enforcement agency and used for law enforcement purposes. The 28 

receiving law enforcement agency shall maintain a record and inventory of all firearms 29 

received pursuant to this section, as well as the disposition of the firearm, including any funds 30 

received from a sale of a firearm or any firearms or other property received in exchange or 31 

trade of a firearm." 32 

SECTION 2.1.(a)  G.S. 15A-830 reads as rewritten: 33 

"§ 15A-830.  Definitions. 34 

(a) The following definitions apply in this Article: 35 

(1) Accused. – A person who has been arrested and charged with committing a 36 

crime covered by this Article. 37 

(2) Arresting law enforcement agency. – The law enforcement agency that 38 

makes the arrest of an accused. 39 

(3) Custodial agency. – The agency that has legal custody of an accused or 40 

defendant arising from a charge or conviction of a crime covered by this 41 

Article including, but not limited to, local jails or detention facilities, 42 

regional jails or detention facilities, facilities designated under 43 

G.S. 122C-252 for the custody and treatment of involuntary clients, or the 44 

Division of Adult Correction of the Department of Public Safety. 45 

(4) Investigating law enforcement agency. – The law enforcement agency with 46 

primary responsibility for investigating the crime committed against the 47 

victim. 48 

(5) Law enforcement agency. – An arresting law enforcement agency, a 49 

custodial agency, or an investigating law enforcement agency. 50

(6) Next of kin. – The victim's spouse, children, parents, siblings, or 1 

grandparents. The term does not include the accused unless the charges are 2 

dismissed or the person is found not guilty. 3 

(7) Victim. – A person against whom there is probable cause to believe one of 4 

the following crimes was committed: 5 

a. A Class A, B1, B2, C, D, or E felony. 6 

b. A Class F felony if it is a violation of one of the following: 7 

G.S. 14-16.6(b); 14-16.6(c); 14-18; 14-32.1(e); 14-32.2(b)(3); 8 

14-32.3(a); 14-32.4; 14-34.2; 14-34.6(c); 14-41; 14-43.3; 14-43.11; 9

former G.S. 14-190.19; or former G.S. 14-277.3. 11 

c. A Class G felony if it is a violation of one of the following: 12 

G.S. 14-32.3(b); 14-51; 14-58; 14-87.1; or 20-141.4.or 14-87.1. 13 

d. A Class H felony if it is a violation of one of the following: 14 

G.S. 14-32.3(a); 14-32.3(c); 14-33.2; 14-34.6(b); 14-190.17A; 15 

14-277.3A; former G.S. 14-32.3(c); or former G.S. 14-277.3. 16 

e. A Class I felony if it is a violation of one of the following: 17 

G.S. 14-32.3(b); 14-34.6(b); or 14-190.17A. G.S. 14-32.3(b). 18 

f. An attempt of any of the felonies listed in this subdivision if the 19 

attempted felony is punishable as a felony. 20 

g. Any of the following misdemeanor offenses when the offense is 21 

committed between persons who have a personal relationship as 22 

defined in G.S. 50B-1(b): G.S. 14-33(c)(1); 14-33(c)(2); 14-33(a); 23 

14-34; 14-134.3; 14-277.3A; or former G.S. 14-277.3. 24 

h. Any violation of a valid protective order under G.S. 50B-4.1. 25 

(b) If the victim is deceased, then the next of kin, in the order set forth in the definition 26 

contained in this section, is entitled to the victim's rights under this Article. However, the right 27 

contained in G.S. 15A-834 may only be exercised by the personal representative of the victim's 28 

estate. An individual entitled to exercise the victim's rights as a member of the class of next of 29 

kin may designate anyone in the class to act on behalf of the class." 30 

SECTION 2.1.(b)  This section does not affect the rights granted by Article 46 of 31 

Chapter 15A of the General Statutes to any person who was a victim as defined in 32 

G.S. 15A-830 before the effective date of this section. 33 

SECTION 2.2.  The title of G.S. 20-28.9 reads as rewritten: 34 

"§ 20-28.9.  Authority for the Department of Public Instruction to administer a statewide 35 

or regional towing, storage, and sales program for driving while impaired 36 
vehicles forfeited." 37 

SECTION 2.3.  G.S. 28A-22-7(c) is repealed. 38 

SECTION 2.4.  G.S. 31-33 reads as rewritten: 39 

"§ 31-33.  Cause transferred to trial docket. 40 

The caveator's 41 

(a) Upon the filing of a caveat, the clerk shall transfer the cause to the superior court for 42 

trial by jury. The caveat shall be served upon all interested parties in accordance with 43 

G.S. 1A-1, Rule 4 of the Rules of Civil Procedure. 44 

(b) After service under subsection (a) of this section, the caveator shall cause notice of a 45 

hearing to align the parties to be served upon all parties in accordance with G.S. 1A-1, Rule 5 46 

of the Rules of Civil Procedure. At the alignment hearing, all of the interested parties who wish 47 

to be aligned as parties shall appear and be aligned by the court as parties with the caveators or 48 

parties with the propounders of the will. If an interested party does not appear to be aligned or 49 

chooses not to be aligned, the judge shall dismiss that interested party from the proceeding, but 50 

that party shall be bound by the proceeding. 51 
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(c) Within 30 days following the entry of an order aligning the parties, any interested 1 

party who was aligned may file a responsive pleading to the caveat, provided, however, that 2 

failure to respond to any averment or claim of the caveat shall not be deemed an admission of 3 

that averment or claim. An extension of time to file a responsive pleading to the caveat may be 4 

granted as provided by G.S. 1A-1, Rule 6 of the Rules of Civil Procedure. 5 

(d) Upon motion of an aligned party, the court may require a caveator to provide 6 

security in such sum as the court deems proper for the payment of such costs and damages as 7 

may be incurred or suffered by the estate if the estate is found to have been wrongfully 8 

enjoined or restrained. The court may consider relevant facts related to whether a bond should 9 

be required and the amount of any such bond, including, but not limited to, (i) whether the 10 

estate may suffer irreparable injury, loss, or damage as a result of the caveat and (ii) whether 11 

the caveat has substantial merit. Provisions for bringing suit in forma pauperis apply to the 12 

provisions of this subsection." 13 

SECTION 3.  G.S. 42A-15 reads as rewritten: 14 

"§ 42A-15.  Trust account uses. 15 

A landlord or real estate broker may require a tenant to pay all or part of any required rent, 16 

security deposit, or other fees permitted by law in advance of the commencement of a tenancy 17 

under this Chapter if these payments are expressly authorized in the vacation rental agreement. 18 

If the tenant is required to make any advance payments, other than a security deposit, whether 19 

the payment is denominated as rent or otherwise, the landlord or real estate broker shall deposit 20 

these payments in a trust account in an insured bank or savings and loan association in North 21 

Carolina no later than three banking days after the receipt of the these payments. These 22 

payments deposited in a trust account shall not earn interest unless the landlord and tenant 23 

agree in the vacation rental agreement that the payments may be deposited in an 24 

interest-bearing account. The landlord and tenant shall also provide in the agreement to whom 25 

the accrued interest shall be disbursed." 26 

SECTION 4.  G.S. 53-244.111 reads as rewritten: 27 

"§ 53-244.111.  Prohibited acts. 28 

In addition to the activities prohibited under other provisions of this Article, it shall be 29 

unlawful for any person in the course of any residential mortgage loan transaction: 30 

… 31 

(22) For a person acting as a mortgage servicer to fail to mail, at least 45 days 32 

before foreclosure is initiated, a notice addressed to the borrower at the 33 

borrower's last known address with the following information: 34 

a. An itemization of all past due amounts causing the loan to be in 35 

default. 36 

b. An itemization of any other charges that must be paid in order to 37 

bring the loan current. 38 

c. A statement that the borrower may have options available other than 39 

foreclosure and that the borrower may discuss the options with the 40 

mortgage lender, the mortgage servicer, or a counselor approved by 41 

the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 42 

d. The address, telephone number, and other contact information for the 43 

mortgage lender, the mortgage servicer, or the agent for either of 44 

them who is authorized to attempt to work with the borrower to avoid 45 

foreclosure. 46 

e. The name, address, telephone number, and other contact information 47 

for one or more HUD-approved counseling agencies operating to 48 

assist borrowers in North Carolina to avoid foreclosure. 49 

f. The address, telephone number, and other contact information for the 50 

consumer complaint section of the Office of the Commissioner of 51 
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Banks.State Home Foreclosure Prevention Project of the Housing 1 

Finance Agency. 2 

…." 3 

SECTION 4.1.  G.S. 58-50-75(b) reads as rewritten: 4 

"(b) This Part applies to all insurers that offer a health benefit plan and that provide or 5 

perform utilization review pursuant to G.S. 58-50-61, the State Health Plan for Teachers and 6 

State Employees, and any optional plans or programs operating under Part 2 of Article 3A of 7 

Chapter 135 of the General Statutes, the North Carolina Health Insurance Risk Pool, and the 8 

Health Insurance Program for Children. Statutes. With respect to second-level grievance review 9 

decisions, this Part applies only to second-level grievance review decisions involving 10 

noncertification decisions." 11 

SECTION 5.  G.S. 95-111.4 reads as rewritten: 12 

"§ 95-111.4.  Powers and duties of Commissioner. 13 

The Commissioner of Labor is hereby empowered:empowered to do all of the following: 14 

(1) To delegate to the Director of the Elevator and Amusement Device Division 15 

such powers, duties and responsibilities as the Commissioner determines 16 

will best serve the public interest in the safe operation of amusement 17 

devices;devices. 18 

(2) To supervise the Director of the Elevator and Amusement Device 19 

Division;Division. 20 

(3) To adopt, modify, or revoke such rules and regulations as are necessary for 21 

the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Article including, but not 22 

limited to, those governing the design, construction, installation, plans 23 

review, testing, inspection, certification, operation, use, maintenance, 24 

alteration and relocation of devices subject to the provisions of this Article. 25 

The rules and regulations promulgated pursuant to this rulemaking authority 26 

shall conform with good engineering and safety standards, formulas and 27 

practices;practices. 28 

(4) To enforce rules and regulations adopted under authority of this 29 

Article;Article. 30 

(5) To inspect and have tested for acceptance all new and relocated devices 31 

subject to the provisions of this Article. Relocated amusement devices shall 32 

be inspected upon reassembly at each new location within this State; 33 

provided that the Commissioner may provide for less frequent inspections 34 

when he determines that the device is of such a type and its use is of such a 35 

nature that inspection less often than upon each reassembly would not 36 

expose the public to an unsafe condition likely to result in serious personal 37 

injury or property damage;damage. 38 

(6) To inspect amusement devices which have been substantially rebuilt or 39 

substantially modified so as to change the original action, structure or 40 

capacity of the device;device. 41 

(7) To make maintenance and periodic inspections and tests of all devices 42 

subject to the provisions of this Article. Devices located in amusement parks 43 

shall be inspected at least once annually;annually. 44 

(8) To issue certificates of operation which certify for use such devices as are 45 

found to be in compliance with this Article and the rules and regulations 46 

promulgated thereunder;thereunder. 47 

(9) To have reasonable access, with or without notice, to the devices subject to 48 

the provisions of this Article during reasonable hours, for purposes of 49 

inspection or testing;testing. 50 
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(10) To obtain an Administrative Search and Inspection Warrant in accordance 1 

with the provisions of Article 4A of Chapter 15 of the General 2 

Statutes;Statutes. 3 

(11) To investigate accidents involving devices subject to the provisions of this 4 

Article to determine the cause of such the accident, and he the 5 

Commissioner shall have full subpoena powers in conducting such 6 

investigation;the investigation. 7 

(12) To institute proceedings in the civil courts of this State, when a provision of 8 

this Article or the rules and regulations promulgated thereunder has been 9 

violated;violated. 10 

(13) To adopt, modify or revoke rules and regulations governing the 11 

qualifications of inspectors;inspectors. 12 

(14) To grant exceptions from the requirements of the rules and regulations 13 

promulgated under authority of this Article and to permit the use of other 14 

devices when such these exceptions and uses will not expose the public to an 15 

unsafe condition likely to result in serious personal injury or property 16 

damage;damage. 17 

(15) To require that before any device subject to the provisions of this Article is 18 

erected in this State, or before any additions or alterations which 19 

substantially change such the device are made, or before the physical 20 

spacing between such the devices is changed, the owner or his the owner's 21 

authorized agent shall file with the Commissioner a written notice of his the 22 

owner's intention to do so and the type of device involved. Should 23 

circumstances necessitate, the Commissioner may require that such the 24 

owner or his the owner's authorized agent furnish a copy of the plans, 25 

diagrams, specifications or stress analyses of such the device before the 26 

inspection of same.the device. When such plans, diagrams, specifications or 27 

stress analyses are requested by the Commissioner, he the Commissioner 28 

shall review them within 10 days of receipt, and upon approval, he shall 29 

authorize the device for use by the public;public. 30 

(16) To prohibit the use of any device subject to the provisions of this Article 31 

which is found upon inspection to expose the public to an unsafe condition 32 

likely to cause personal injury or property damage. Such a device shall be 33 

made operational only upon the Commissioner's determination that such 34 

device it has been made safe;safe. 35 

(17) To order the payment of all civil penalties provided by this Article. The clear 36 

proceeds of funds collected pursuant to a civil penalty order shall be remitted 37 

to the Civil Penalty and Forfeiture Fund in accordance with 38 

G.S. 115C-457.2; andG.S. 115C-457.2. 39 

(18) To coordinate enforcement and inspection activity relative to equipment, 40 

devices and operations covered by this Article in order to minimize 41 

duplication of liability or regulatory responsibility on the part of the 42 

employer or owner. 43 

(19) To establish fees not to exceed two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for the 44 

inspection and issuance of certificates of operation for devices subject to this 45 

Article that are in use." 46 

SECTION 6.  G.S. 95-148 reads as rewritten: 47 

"§ 95-148.  Safety and health programs of State agencies and local governments. 48 

It shall be the responsibility of each administrative department, commission, board, division 49 

or other agency of the State and of counties, cities, towns and subdivisions of government to 50 

establish and maintain an effective and comprehensive occupational safety and health program 51 
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which is consistent with the standards and regulations promulgated under this Article. The head 1 

of each agency shall: 2 

(1) Provide safe and healthful places and conditions of employment, consistent 3 

with the standards and regulations promulgated by this Article;Article. 4 

(2) Acquire, maintain, and require the use of safety equipment, personal 5 

protective equipment, and devices reasonably necessary to protect 6 

employees;employees. 7 

(3) Consult with and encourage employees to cooperate in achieving safe and 8 

healthful working conditions;conditions. 9 

(4) Keep adequate records of all occupational accidents and illnesses for proper 10 

evaluation and corrective action;action. 11 

(5) Consult with the Commissioner as to the adequacy as to form and content of 12 

records kept pursuant to this section;section. 13 

(6) Make an annual report to the Commissioner with respect to occupational 14 

accidents and injuries and the agency's program under this section. 15 

The Commissioner shall transmit annually to the Governor and the General Assembly a 16 

report of the activities of the State agency and instrumentalities under this section. If the 17 

Commissioner has reason to believe that any local government program or program of any 18 

agency of the State is ineffective, he the Commissioner shall, after unsuccessfully seeking by 19 

negotiations to abate such this failure, include this in his the Commissioner's annual report to 20 

the Governor and the General Assembly, together with the reasons therefor, and may 21 

recommend legislation intended to correct such the condition. 22 

The Commissioner shall have access to the records and reports kept and filed by State 23 

agencies and instrumentalities pursuant to this section unless such records and reports are 24 

required to be kept secret in the interest of national defense, in which case the Commissioner 25 

shall have access to such information as will not jeopardize national defense. 26 

Employees of any agency or department covered under this section are afforded the same 27 

rights and protections as granted employees in the private sector. 28 

This section shall not apply to volunteer fire departments not a part of any municipality. 29 

Any municipality with a population of 10,000 or less may exclude its fire department from 30 

the operation of this section by a resolution of the governing body of the municipality, except 31 

that the resolution may not exclude those firefighters who are employees of the municipality. 32 

The North Carolina Fire and Rescue Commission shall recommend regulations and 33 

standards for fire departments." 34 

SECTION 7.(a)  G.S. 111-47.1 reads as rewritten: 35 

"§ 111-47.1.  Food service at North Carolina aquariums. 36 

(a) Notwithstanding Article 3 of Chapter 111 of the General Statutes,this Article, the 37 

North Carolina Aquariums may operate or contract for the operation of food or vending 38 

services at the North Carolina Aquariums. Notwithstanding G.S. 111-43, the net proceeds of 39 

revenue generated by food and vending services that are provided at the North Carolina 40 

Aquariums and are operated by or whose operation is contracted for by the Division of North 41 

Carolina Aquariums shall be credited to the North Carolina Aquariums Fund. 42 

(b) This section shall not be construed to alter any contract for food or vending services 43 

at the North Carolina Aquariums that is in force at the time this section becomes law. on July 1, 44 

1999." 45 

SECTION 7.(b)  G.S. 111-47.2 reads as rewritten: 46 

"§ 111-47.2.  Food service at museums and historic sites operated by the Department of 47 

Cultural Resources. 48 
Notwithstanding Article 3 of Chapter 111 of the General Statutes, this Article, the North 49 

Carolina Department of Cultural Resources may operate or contract for the operation of food or 50 

vending services at museums and historic sites operated by the Department. Notwithstanding 51 
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G.S. 111-43, the net proceeds of revenue generated by food and vending services provided at 1 

museums and historic sites operated by the Department or a vendor with whom the Department 2 

has contracted shall be credited to the appropriate fund of the museum or historic site where the 3 

funds were generated and shall be used for the operation of that museum or historic site." 4 

SECTION 8.  G.S. 113-133.1(e) reads as rewritten: 5 

"(e) Because of strong community interest expressed in their retention, the local acts or 6 

portions of local acts listed in this section are not repealed. The following local acts are retained 7

and the action of the person to remedy the violation. 10 

(d) The clear proceeds of civil penalties collected by the Commissioner under this 11 

subsection shall be remitted to the Civil Penalty and Forfeiture Fund in accordance with 12 

G.S. 115C-457.2." 13

of other facts within the specialized knowledge of the agency. The noticed fact and its source 37 

shall be stated and made known to affected parties at the earliest practicable time, and any party 38 

shall on timely request be afforded an opportunity to dispute the noticed fact through 39 

submission of evidence and argument. An agency may use its experience, technical 40 

competence, and specialized knowledge in the evaluation of evidence presented to it." 41

The referendum 5 

shall be conducted, returned, and the results declared as in other municipal elections in the 6 

municipality.

(f) If less than a majority of the votes cast on the referendum are for annexation, the 15 

municipal governing body may not proceed with the adoption of the annexation ordinance or 16 

begin a separate involuntary annexation process with respect to that proposed annexation area 17 

for at least 36 months from the date of the referendum. If a majority of the votes cast on the 18 

referendum are for annexation, the municipal governing body may proceed with the adoption of 19 

the annexation ordinance under G.S. 160A-58.55." 20 

SECTION 16.(a)  On March 13, 1895, the General Assembly enacted "An act to 21 

incorporate the town of Columbus." The act was published in the 1895 "Private Laws of North 22 

Carolina," appearing on pages 404 through 406. The session law designation that appears at the 23 

beginning of the act is "Chapter 354," although (i) the act is physically located between 24 

Chapters 253 and 255, and (ii) pages 404 through 406 have a running header showing Chapter 25

Such statement may be amended in the 28 

manner and at times as provided by Rule 15." 29

The motion to dismiss the appeal shall list all of the deficiencies committed by the defendant, 43 

as described in subdivisions (1), (2), and (3) of this subsection, and shall state that the court will 44 

decide the motion to dismiss without a hearing if the defendant fails to respond within 10 days 45 

of receipt of the motion. The defendant may defeat the motion to dismiss by responding within 46

purposes, or who possesses a mobile telephone or other wireless communications device or a 42 

component of one of those devices, is guilty of a Class 1 misdemeanor.

(5) An interpreter or transliterator who has accumulated 200 hours per year in 42 

the provision of interpreting or transliterating services, in this State or 43 

another state, totaling 400 hours for the two years immediately preceding the 44 

date of application. 45 

(b) A provisional license issued under this section shall be valid for one year. Upon 46 

expiration, a provisional license may be renewed for an additional one-year period in the 47 

discretion of the Board. However, a provisional license shall not be renewed more than three 48 

times. The Board may, in its discretion, grant an extension after the third time the provisional 49 

license has been renewed under circumstances to be established in rules adopted by the Board.

referendum ballot on the Association's official Web site and (ii) make hard copies of the 1 

referendum ballot available at all county North Carolina Cooperative Extension Service offices.

The Department shall be responsible for counting the votes and reporting the 4 

results of the referendum to the Association. 5 

(e) All tobacco growers may vote in the referendum. Any dispute over eligibility to 6 

vote or any other matter relating to the referendum shall be determined by the Association.

Association shall make reasonable efforts to provide tobacco growers with notice of the 8 

referendum and an opportunity to vote." 9

(7) A forensic scientist or any other person with an advanced degree who has 37 

received substantial education, training, or experience in the discipline of 38 

trace evidence. 39 

(8) A scientist with a doctoral an advanced degree who has experience in the 40 

discipline of forensic toxicology and is certified by the American Board of 41 

Forensic Toxicologists. toxicology. 42 

(9) A member of the International Association for Identification. 43 

(10) A member of the Association of Firearms and Toolmark Tool Mark 44 

Examiners. 45 

(11) A member of the International Association for Chemical Testing. 46 

(12) A director of a private or federal forensic laboratory located in the State. 47 

(13) A member of the American Society of Crime Laboratory Directors. 48 

(14) A member of the Academy of Forensic Sciences. 49 

(15) A member of the American Statistical Association. 50 
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A chairman shall be elected from among the members appointed, and staff shall be 1 

provided by the Department of Justice. 2 

(b) Meetings. – The Board shall meet quarterly biannually and at such other times and 3 

places as it determines. Members of the Board cannot designate a proxy to vote in their 4 

absence. 5 

(c) Terms. – Members of the Board initially appointed shall serve the following terms: 6 

five members shall serve a term of two years; five members shall serve a term of three years; 7 

and five members shall serve a term of four years. Thereafter, all appointments shall be for a 8 

term of four years. A vacancy other than by expiration of term shall be filled by the Attorney 9 

General for the unexpired term. Members of the Board cannot designate a proxy to vote in their 10 

absence. 11 

(d) Terms. – Expenses. – Members of the Board shall be paid reasonable and necessary 12 

expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. Members of the Board who are State 13 

officers or employees shall receive no compensation for serving on the Board but may be 14 

reimbursed for their expenses in accordance with G.S. 138-6. Members of the Board who are 15 

full-time salaried public officers or employees other than State officers or employees shall 16 

receive no compensation for serving on the Board but may be reimbursed for their expenses in 17 

accordance with G.S. 138-5(b). All other members of the Board may receive compensation and 18 

reimbursement for expenses in accordance with G.S. 138-5. 19 

(e) Functions. – The Board may review State Crime Laboratory operations and make 20 

recommendations concerning the services furnished to user agencies. The Board shall review 21 

and make recommendations as necessary to the Laboratory Director concerning any of the 22

(4) Qualification standards for the various forensic scientists of the Laboratory. 30 

(f) Review Process. – Upon request of the Laboratory Director, the Board shall review 31 

analytical work, reports, and conclusions of scientists employed by the Laboratory. Records 32 

reviewed by this Board retain their confidential status and continue to be considered records of 33 

a criminal investigation as defined in G.S. 132-1.4. These records shall be reviewed only in a 34 

closed session meeting pursuant to G.S. 143-318.11 of the Board, and each member of the 35 

Board shall, prior to receiving any documents to review, sign a confidentiality agreement 36 

agreeing to maintain the confidentiality of and not to disclose the documents nor the contents of 37 

the documents reviewed. The Board shall recommend to the Laboratory a review process to use 38 

when there is a request that the Laboratory retest or reexamine evidence that has been 39 

previously examined by the Laboratory." 40

(c) A qualified provider entering into a guaranteed energy savings contract under this 44 

Part shall provide security to the governmental unit in the form acceptable to the Office of the 45 

State Treasurer and in an amount equal to one hundred percent (100%) of the guaranteed 46 

savings for the term of the guaranteed energy savings contract to assure the provider's faithful 47 

performance. Any bonds required by this subsection shall be subject to the provisions of Article 48 

3 of Chapter 44A of the General Statutes. If the savings resulting from a guaranteed energy 49 

savings contract are not as great as projected under the contract and all required shortfall 50 
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payments to the governmental unit have not been made, the governmental unit may terminate 1 

the contract without incurring any additional obligation to the qualified provider. 2 

(d) As used in this section, "total cost" shall include, but not be limited to, costs of 3 

construction, costs of financing, and costs of maintenance and training during the term of the 4 

contract.contract less the application of the utility company, State, or federal incentives, grants, 5 

or rebates. "Total cost" does not include any obligations on termination of the contract before 6 

its expiration, provided that those obligations are disclosed when the contract is executed. 7 

(e) A guaranteed energy savings contract may not require the governmental unit to 8 

purchase a maintenance contract or other maintenance agreement from the qualified provider 9 

who installs energy conservation measures under the contract if the unit of government takes 10 

appropriate action to budget for its own forces or another provider to maintain new systems 11 

installed and existing systems affected by the guaranteed energy savings contract. 12 

(f) In the case of a State governmental unit, a qualified provider shall, when feasible, 13 

after the acceptance of the proposal of the qualified provider by the State governmental unit, 14 

conduct an investment grade audit. During this investment grade audit, the qualified provider 15 

shall perform in accordance with Part 1 of this Article a life cycle cost analysis of each energy 16 

conservation measure in the final proposal. If the results of the audit are not within ten percent 17 

(10%) of both the guaranteed savings contained in the proposal and the total proposal amount, 18 

either the State governmental unit or the qualified provider may terminate the project without 19 

incurring any additional obligation to the other party. However, if the State governmental unit 20 

terminates the project after the audit is conducted and the results of the audit are within ten 21 

percent (10%) of both the guaranteed savings contained in the proposal and the total proposal 22 

amount, the State governmental unit shall reimburse the qualified provider the reasonable cost 23 

incurred in conducting the audit, and the results of the audit shall become the property of the 24 

State governmental unit. 25 

(g) A qualified provider shall provide an annual reconciliation statement based upon the 26 

results of the measurement and verification review. The statement shall disclose any shortfalls 27 

or surplus between guaranteed energy and operational savings specified in the guaranteed 28 

energy savings contract and actual, not stipulated, energy and operational savings incurred 29 

during a given guarantee year. Any guaranteed energy and operational savings shall be 30 

determined by using one of the measurement and verification methodologies listed in the 31 

United States Department of Energy's Measurement and Verification Guidelines for Energy 32 

Savings Performance Contracting, the International Performance Measurement and 33 

Verification Protocol (IPMVP) maintained by the Efficiency Valuation Organization, or 34 

Guideline 14-2002 of the American Society of Heating, Refrigerating, and Air-Conditioning 35 

Engineers. If due to existing data limitations or the nonconformance of specific project 36 

characteristics, none of the three methodologies listed in this subsection is sufficient for 37 

measuring guaranteed savings, the qualified provider shall develop an alternate method that is 38 

compatible with one of the three methodologies and mutually agreeable to the governmental 39 

unit. The guarantee year shall consist of a 12-month term commencing from the time that the 40 

energy conservation measures become fully operational. A qualified provider shall pay the 41 

governmental unit or its assignee any shortfall in the guaranteed energy and operational savings 42 

after the total year savings have been determined. In the case of a governmental unit, a surplus 43 

in any one year shall not be carried forward or applied to a shortfall in any other year."  44

(2) Application to State government. – The initiative shall include all State 24 

agencies, departments, and institutions, including The University of North 25 

Carolina. 26 

(3) Governance. – The State ControllerCIO shall lead the initiative established 27 

pursuant to this section.

Court and the Legislative Services Commission each shall designate an 29 

officer or agency to advise and assist the State ControllerCIO with respect to 30 

implementation of the initiative in their respective branches of government. 31

levels of education and the State workforce. 5 

4. Other capabilities developed as part of the initiative. 6 

b. Identify technologies currently used in North Carolina that have the 7 

capability to support the initiative. 8 

c. Identify other technologies, especially those with unique capabilities, 9 

that could support the State's business intelligence effort. 10 

d. Compare capabilities and costs across State agencies. 11 

e. Ensure implementation is properly supported across State agencies. 12 

f. Ensure that data integration and sharing is performed in a manner 13 

that preserves data privacy and security in transferring, storing, and 14 

accessing data, as appropriate. 15 

g. Immediately seek any waivers and enter into any written agreements 16 

that may be required by State or federal law to effectuate data sharing 17 

and to carry out the purposes of this section. 18 

h. Coordinate data requirements and usage for State business 19 

intelligence applications in a manner that (i) limits impacts on 20 

participating State agencies as those agencies provide data and 21 

business knowledge expertise and (ii) assists in defining business 22 

rules so the data can be properly used. 23 

i. Recommend the most cost-effective and reliable long-term hosting 24 

solution for enterprise-level State business intelligence as well as 25 

data integration, notwithstanding Section 6A.2(f) of S.L. 2011-145. 26 

(c) Implementation of the Enterprise-Level Business Intelligence Initiative. – 27 

(1) Phases of the initiative. – The initiative shall cycle through these phases on 28 

an ongoing basis:basis as follows: 29 

a. Phase I requirements. – In the first phase, the State ControllerCIO 30 

through GDAC shall: 31 

1. Inventory existing State agency business intelligence projects, 32 

both completed and under development. 33 

2. Develop a plan of action that does all of the following: 34 

I. Defines the program requirements, objectives, and end 35 

state of the initiative. 36 

II. Prioritizes projects and stages of implementation in a 37 

detailed plan and benchmarked time line. 38 

III. Includes the effective coordination of all of the State's 39 

current data integration initiatives. 40 

IV. Utilizes a common approach that establishes standards 41 

for business intelligence initiatives for all State 42 

agencies and prevents the development of projects 43 

that do not meet the established standards. 44 

V. Determines costs associated with the development 45 

efforts and identifies potential sources of funding. 46 

VI. Includes a privacy framework for business 47 

intelligence consisting of adequate access controls and 48 

end user security requirements. 49 

VII. Estimates expected savings. 50 
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3. Inventory existing external data sources that are purchased by 1 

State agencies to determine whether consolidation of licenses 2 

is appropriate for the enterprise. 3 

4. Determine whether current, ongoing projects support the 4 

enterprise-level objectives. 5 

5. Determine whether current applications are scalable or are 6 

applicable for multiple State agencies or both. 7 

b. Phase II requirements. – In the second phase, the State Controller  8 

CIO through the GDAC shall: 9 

1. Identify redundancies and recommend to the State CIO 10 

General Assembly any projects that should be discontinued. 11 

2. Determine where gaps exist in current or potential 12 

capabilities. 13 

c. Phase III requirements. – In the third phase: 14 

1. The State ControllerCIO through GDAC shall incorporate or 15 

consolidate existing projects, as appropriate. 16 

2. The State ControllerCIO shall, notwithstanding 17 

G.S. 147-33.76 or any rules adopted pursuant thereto, 18 

eliminate redundant business intelligence projects, 19 

applications, software, and licensing. 20 

3. The State ControllerCIO through GDAC shall complete all 21 

necessary steps to ensure data integration in a manner that 22 

adequately protects privacy. 23 

(2) Project management. – The State CIO shall ensure that all current and new 24 

business intelligence/data analytics projects are in compliance with all State 25 

laws, policies, and rules pertaining to information technology procurement, 26 

project management, and project funding and that they include quantifiable 27 

and verifiable savings to the State. The State CIO shall report to the Joint 28 

Legislative Oversight Committee on Information Technology on projects 29 

that are not achieving projected savings. The report shall include a proposed 30 

corrective action plan for the project. 31 

 The Office of the State CIO, with the assistance of the Office of State 32 

Budget and Management, shall identify potential funding sources for 33 

expansion of existing projects or development of new projects. No GDAC 34 

project shall be initiated, extended, or expanded: 35 

a. Without the specific approval of the General Assembly unless the 36 

project can be implemented within funds appropriated for GDAC 37 

projects. 38 

b. Without prior consultation to the Joint Legislative Commission on 39 

Governmental Operations and a report to the Joint Legislative 40 

Oversight Committee on Information Technology if the project can 41 

be implemented within funds appropriated for GDAC projects. 42 

(d) Funding. – The Office of the State Controller,CIO, with the support of the Office of 43 

State Budget and Management, shall identify and make all efforts to secure any matching funds 44 

or other resources to assist in funding this initiative. Savings resulting from the cancellation of 45 

projects, software, and licensing, as well as any other savings from the initiative, shall be 46 

returned to the General Fund and shall remain unexpended and unencumbered until 47 

appropriated by the General Assembly in a subsequent fiscal year. It is the intent of the General 48 

Assembly that expansion of the initiative in subsequent fiscal years be funded with these 49 

savings and that the General Assembly appropriate funds for projects in accordance with the 50 

priorities identified by the Office of the State ControllerCIO in Phase I of the initiative.

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(d1) Appropriations. – Of the funds appropriated to the Information Technology Fund, 1 

the sum of three million dollars ($3,000,000) for the 2013-2014 fiscal year and the sum of four 2 

million four hundred seventeen thousand five hundred fifteen dollars ($4,417,515) for the 3 

2014-2015 fiscal year shall be used to support the GDAC and NCFACTS. Of these funds, the 4 

sum of one million four hundred seventeen thousand five hundred fifteen dollars ($1,417,515) 5 

shall be used in each fiscal year of the 2013-2015 biennium for OSC internal costs. For fiscal 6 

year 2014-2015, of the funds generated by GDAC and NCFACTS projects and returned to the 7 

General Fund, the sum of up to five million dollars ($5,000,000) is appropriated to fund GDAC 8 

and NCFACTS, to include vendor payments. Prioritization for the expenditure of these funds 9 

shall be for State costs associated with GDAC first, then vendor costs second. Funds in the 10

The State Controller CIO and 41 

the GDAC shall take all necessary actions and precautions, including 42 

training, certifications, background checks, and governance policy 43 

and procedure, to ensure the security, integrity, and privacy of the 44 

data in accordance with State and federal law and as may be required 45 

by contract.

b. Provide complete information on the State agency's information 47 

technology, operational, and security requirements. 48 

c. Provide information on all of the State agency's information 49 

technology activities relevant to the State business intelligence effort. 50 
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d. Forecast the State agency's projected future business intelligence 1 

information technology needs and capabilities. 2 

e. Ensure that the State agency's future information technology 3 

initiatives coordinate efforts with the GDAC to include planning and 4 

development of data interfaces to incorporate data into the initiative 5 

and to ensure the ability to leverage analytics capabilities. 6 

f. Provide technical and business resources to participate in the 7 

initiative by providing, upon request and in a timely and responsive 8 

manner, complete and accurate data, business rules and policies, and 9 

support. 10 

g. Identify potential resources for deploying business intelligence in 11 

their respective State agencies and as part of the enterprise-level 12 

effort. 13 

h. Immediately seek any waivers and enter into any written agreements 14 

that may be required by State or federal law to effectuate data sharing 15 

and to carry out the purposes of this section, as appropriate. 16 

(2) Specific requirements. – The State ControllerCIO and the GDAC shall 17 

enhance the State's business intelligence through the collection and analysis 18 

of data relating to workers' compensation claims for the purpose of 19 

preventing and detecting fraud, as follows: 20 

a. The North Carolina Industrial Commission shall release to GDAC, or 21 

otherwise provide electronic access to, all data requested by GDAC 22 

relating to workers' compensation insurance coverage, claims, 23 

appeals, compliance, and enforcement under Chapter 97 of the 24

provide access to, all data requested by GDAC relating to safety 41 

inspections, wage and hour complaints, and enforcement activities 42 

under Chapter 95 of the General Statutes. 43 

e. The Department of Revenue shall release to GDAC, or otherwise 44 

provide access to, all data requested by GDAC relating to the 45 

registration and address information of active businesses, business 46 

tax reporting, and aggregate federal tax Form 1099 data for 47 

comparison with information from DES, the Rate Bureau, and the 48 

Department of the Secretary of State for the evaluation of business 49 

reporting. Additionally, the Department of Revenue shall furnish to 50 

the GDAC, upon request, other tax information, provided that the 51 
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information furnished does not impair or violate any 1 

information-sharing agreements between the Department and the 2 

United States Internal Revenue Service. Notwithstanding any other 3 

provision of law, a determination of whether furnishing the 4 

information requested by GDAC would impair or violate any 5 

information-sharing agreements between the Department of Revenue 6 

and the United States Internal Revenue Service shall be within the 7 

sole discretion of the State Chief Information Officer. The 8 

Department of Revenue and the Office of the State Controller CIO 9 

shall work jointly to assure that the evaluation of tax information 10 

pursuant to this subdivision is performed in accordance with 11 

applicable federal law.

intelligence. 33 

2. Authorized to access and view individually identifiable health 34 

information, provided that the access is essential to the 35 

enterprise fraud, waste, and improper payment detection 36 

program or required for future initiatives having specific 37 

definable need for the data. 38 

c. Authorized to access all State and federal data, including revenue and 39 

labor information, deemed to be essential to the enterprise fraud, 40 

waste, and improper payment detection program or future initiatives 41 

having specific definable need for the data. 42 

d. Authorized to develop agreements with the federal government to 43 

access data deemed to be essential to the enterprise fraud, waste, and 44 

improper payment detection program or future initiatives having 45 

specific definable need for such data. 46 

(2) Release of information. – The following limitations apply to (i) the release 47 

of information compiled as part of the initiative, (ii) data from State agencies 48 

that is incorporated into the initiative, and (iii) data released as part of the 49 

implementation of the initiative: 50 
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a. Information compiled as part of the initiative. – Notwithstanding the 1 

provisions of Chapter 132 of the General Statutes, information 2 

compiled by the State Controller CIO and the GDAC related to the 3 

initiative may be released as a public record only if the State 4 

Controller, CIO, in that officer's sole discretion, finds that the release 5 

of information is in the best interest of the general public and is not 6 

in violation of law or contract.

b. Data from State agencies. – Any data that is not classified as a public 8 

record under G.S. 132-1 shall not be deemed a public record when 9 

incorporated into the data resources comprising the initiative.
